fered, all of them against the con- 
tinuing background of the Sino-Rus- 
_Sian quarrel which now shows signs 
of culminating in a formal break in 
relations. : 
: « Premier Castro had charged that 
Red China reneged on a rice-sugar 
trading deal by cutting down on pro- 
posed 1966 deliveries by one-half— 
a perhaps understandable action by 
a country which is itself having to 
import foodstuffs in large quantities. 
Peking has replied that Premier 
Castro lied when he charged that 
Red China had broken an agree- 
ment. And the Castro reaction to 
that was last week’s furious accu- 
sations which, in the words of the 
Associated Press report, accused 
Red China of “extortion, blackmail, 
subversion, aggression, strangula- 
tion, hypocrisy, cynicism, deception, 
dishonesty, disrespect and treason.” 
Communist diatribes, of course, 
must always be interpreted not only 


. in terms of their ostensible purpose 


but also with a thought to ulterior 
motives. In Castro’s case a factor 
must certainly be his intention to 
impress Russia with his detestation 
of Russia’s ideological rival, and win 
a consequent improvement of his 
chances for further economic deals 
with Moscow. 
Although Red China’s theories

of military. force and aggressive poli- 
cies once stirred a responsive chord 


in the fiery Cuban leader, the Chi- ) 


nese inability to contribute substan- 
tially to Cuba’s pressing economic 
needs was.a fatal flaw in the rela- 
tionship. ‘This became clear when 
Russia was able to increase its trade 
relation’ with the island, rendering 
‘Premier Castro increasingly depen- 
dent on Soviet goods and services.

addressed only to the United States 
and other enemies. 

The Cuban humiliation for 
Peking follows a certain loss of 
Chinese standing as a result of Rus- 
sia’s diplomatic one-upmahship in 
staging the Tashkent conference. It 
follows, too, the catastrophic Com- 
munist experience in Indonesia, the 


fizzle of Peking’s attempt to woo ~ 


African states, and a reduced but 
nonetheless definite rejection of 
United Nations membership. Red 
China’s internal difficulties must 
also be taken into the balance: the 


industrial leap. 
Only one star seems to shine at 
the moment over Peking—the coun- 


try’s undoubted progress in achiev- _ 


ing a nuclear bomb. A. brilliantly 
demonstrated success in this -en- 


deavor might well.be Peking’s next .

information for use far beyond 
American boundaries, the United 
States Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity has arranged to establish a 
centre at the University of Wis- 
cousin for a study of poverty. 

Investigations Will seek answers 
to the questions: What happens to 
the income level when unemploy- 
ment drops? How important is labor 
mobility in ending poverty? How 
can poverty be fought in rural. re- 
gions? What impact does good and 
bad housing have on people? What 
legal help do the poor need? 

These are subjects of more par- 
ticular concern to the sophisticated 
nations of the West, perhaps, than 
to' the countries in which poverty is 
@ condition reflecting less than bare 
subsistence. : ; 


In the affluent society of ‘Can- 
ada: we have our pockets of pov- 
erty. Much has been written about 
the prospect of eliminating them 
through labor mobility—transport- 
ing those without sufficient income 


to regions where adequately-paying— 


jobs are available for the right 
people. This is widely assumed to 
provide an answer to one. of the 
basic problems of living in areas 
where economic stagnation occurs. 

Presumably the studies will sup- 
ply information on the practicability 
of this method of mating individuals 
to payrolls. It should, among other 
things, indicate the willingness of 
the extremely poor to leave the 
locality familiar to them for some 
other where work is available —a 
question of social as- well as ¢co- 
nomic significance.

But the Germans em- 
phasized their foreign trade outside the 
Common Market. This would help to 
offset the heavy contributions with which 
they would be obliged to finance the 
common agricultural market from 1970

embourg, and the French only mildly 
admonished: the Common Market Coni- 
mission in Brussels and referred in a 
general way to their position in majority 
voting, it is clear that there are great

The success of the talks from the Ger- 
man point of view was undoubtedly 
President de Gaulle’s assurance to Dr. 
Erhard that he would not betray Ger- 
man interests in Moscow, President de 
Gaulle is understood to have received 
a mandate from Dr. Erhard to present 
the “European viewpoint” on the ques- 
tion of German reunification. Even Ger- 


lieves that the continuing division of Ger- 
many is a threat to European security. 

The President also made it clear that 
he would make no concessions to Soviet 
demands for a change of status for East, 
Germany. Also, in a toast, he said that 
Germany should be reunited within its 
post-war frontiers.

Union, the reform of NATO, nuclear 
sharing in the Atlantic Alliance, and the 
ultimate form and institutions of political 
unity in Europe, were all Jeft hanging 
in the air. :

Although both the Germans and the 
French favor British entry, and in recent 
weeks President de Gaulle and his mini- 
sters have made frequent references to 
Britain's eventual participation, there 
have been no specific proposals. 

Informed French sources have clearly 
said that Britain must resolve her eco- 
nomic crisis, and demonstrate a Euro- 
pean orientation in Ker thinking by ex- 
tricating herself from commitments east 
of Suez and south of the Sahara, before 
her entry can be practitally considered. 
‘The Gaullist daily La Nation notes that 
the principal obstacle to British entry 
is ‘‘the question of the pound.” 


Scientific Co-operation 

French and German ministers also 
exchanged views, and, as a result of 
extensive meetings, both countries will 
now organize common scientific research 
programs, jointly develop military weap- 
ons, and increase youth exchanges. 

The Franco-German Office for Youth 
held its ninth session since it was founded 
in 1964, under the patronage of the newly- 
‘wppoiited minister for youth and sport, 
M. Francois Missoffe. 

Youth exchanges between the two

We are the X which marks 
the spot where the north-south 
axis of the Americas cuts the 
east-west axis of the northern 
hemisphere, . Heretofore we 
have been almost totally 
preoccupied with the latter 
and with our immediate 
neighbors to the south. Now 
our north-south relationships 
are taking on new impli- 
cations and I would submit 
these demand new responses 
appropriate to the changing 
balance of forces in the-world 
and of our relation thereto. 

That is why I believe our 
national interest now demands

LONDON (AP) Shouting 
demonstrators protesting the 
war in Viet Nam broke up a 
trial of 19 colleagues today; Po- 
lice cleared tlie public gallery, 
dragging some: of the’ demon- 
Strators from the courtroom. 
The proceedings were halted for 
five minutes, 

Nineteen wete charged with 
obstructing the highway at the 
House of Commons during a Viet 
Nam demonstration Saturday. 

Eleven, who pleaded not guilty 
were fined £2 .($6)..each, six 
were..bound over on ball of £5 
($15) “until March~1, and the 
cases of two were put back for 
trial. later in the day. 

Applause greeted tRe declara- 
tion of one 18year-old defendant 
who told the magistrate? “I'm 
afraid .I don't accept the validity 
of your so-called justice.” 

More ‘than 100 took part in 
the Saturday demonstration or- 
ganized by the “Committee of 
100,” a militant splinter group 
of Britain's nuclear disarma- 
ment movement.
